The friends of the boys who have 
Offered their services to their coun- 
try felt that some expression from 
home in the form of resolutions of 
sympathy and commendation were 
due. That they should have re- 
sented the unwarranted interfer- 
ence of the Executive was but nat- 
ural and the manly stand 
they took in refusing to be 
mustered in under a man 
of Gaines' character, from a differ- 
ent section of the State, who had 
nothing in common with them, met 
with the hearty approval of their 
lathers and friends at home. 

The meeting; was exceedingly 
conservative and nothing was said 
duriugthe proceedings regarding 
Capt. Feland and the numerous re- 
ports that have been discussed up- 
on the streets, reflecting upon lbs 
conduct while at Camp Collier. 

Judge Brown called the meet in- 
to order, and moved the election of 
Judge Ilanbery as temporary Chair- 
man. Upon taking the chair Judge

egarding the status of affairs 
he Hopkinsville Company the 
t conflicting reports have been 
sent from Camp Collier. No two 
papers have agreed in their reports 
of the unfortunate affair. Some of 
these reports do the members of the 
Company a great injustice. For in- 
stance, the correspondent of the 
Louisville Dispatch, in speaking of 
the matter says: 

"When the company arrived it 
had ninety members, but thirty of 
them refused to go before the exam- 
ining board at all. They just cams 
n to have agood time, and after 
their frolic decided to go back. In 
this Capt. Feland encouraged them 
by his conduct." 

Whatever may have been Capt. 
Feland's own \ iews and conduct it 
is not true that any considerable 
number of the Hopkinsville boys 
went to Lexington with the inten- 
of ••having a good time." TIk 
great majority of them had no other 
thought than to give their Bervu i 
to their country and face whatever 
dangers the exigencies of war 
might bring forth. 

There is much dissatisfaction n 
the third regiment over the action 
of Governor Bradley in appointing 
nndesirable men as officers. The 
Hopkinsville company has disban- 
ded, and many of the boys have 
gone home because the Governor 
refused to recognize Gordon Nelson 
as the successor of Capt. John Fe- 
land, resigned, appointing No, 
Gaines of Frankfort, in his stead. 
The Hopkinsville boys refused i 
follow Dailies Ot) account of the 
record he acquired at Frankfort 
during the senatorial election. 

In all probability the report pub- 
lished in the Cincinnati Enquirer ol 
yesterday comes nearer sizing up 
the situation correctly as regards 
the motives of the Hopkinsville boys 
in refusing to be mustered in under 
Caines. As will be seen from the 
Enquirers report, company D. is not 
the only organization in the Third 
Regiment whose members are boil- 
ing with indignation over the dirt > 
political phases that have been in- 
ducted into the situation anil which 
threatens the disruption of the re- 
Camp Collier, Lexington, K\ 
May 19— The Third Regiment Ken 
tucky Volunteers is on the verge ol 
revolution to-night.

The Problem Before the Elevated Roods 

of Hew York. 
Complaint is often made that the 

frorld has become too materialistic. 
The present generation is much occu- 
pied with the utilities of life. Inven- 
tion is busy with the electric and oth- 
er forces, and the hum of industry is 
the favorite music of the era. When a 
great laureate died a few years ago 
only ■ poetaster, who never penned a 
line that anyone remembers, could 
he found to occupy the place. The 
drone of the trolley drowns the ca- 
dences of Tarnnssus. Even the femi- 
nine world talks of rainy-day dresses 
and rational costumes for the street 
and recreation. Step by step men 
have surrendered the bright and the 
pictorial in their garb. Sculptor* de- 
pair of making anything of a man in 
a modern business suit. Our grand- 
fathers wore cloake that retained a 
suggestion of the classic, but they are 
gone. The topcoat of the day is 
simply impossible in the art sense. 
The queue of 100 years ago looked 
well in a medallion. It has vanished 
with the rest. The appearance of a 
on the street in the costume of 
the time of Charles II. would demand 
police interference, though the merry 
monarch was the glass of fashion but 
a little over 200 years ago. 

Yet it should not be hastily decided 
that men have undergone any radical 
mental change. They bate adapted 
themselves to new conditions, more 
or less temporary, in their nature. 
Personal vanity is far from extinct. 
An instance of this truth comes from 
New York, and it equally proves the 
existence of the utilitarian spirit and 
its opposite.
